— The 
new tax bill faces a long, hard 
fight in the Senate despite the

Senate finance committee, and 
Senatcr Simmons of North Car- 
olina, ranking Democrat on the 
committee, can muster votes to 
force the bill through the Senate, 
the measure is certain to meet 
stubborn opposition when it -reach- 
es conference with the House.

The few democratic senators who were bent on 

making the tax reduction bill something different have 
been hearing from home. - They have been signalled 
from the democratic watch towers that the people are 
impatient of ihe juggling which has been going on, 
and are disposed to resent delay in the enactment 
of the measure. The obstructionists are told that 
however sound and reasonable their substitute bill 
may be, what the people want is early action, a com- 
pleted law effective by March 15. 
The voters are not greatly interested in the total 
of the reductions that will be effected—whether it 
shall be $350,000,000 or $500,000,000; whether the 
maximum surtax rate shall be 20 per cent or 25 per! 
cent; whether the law shail contain a publicity clause 
or not; whether any of the amendments proposed by 
the fixers shall be included or not. They want only 
an early enactment and as litile of the folly and par- 
tisan play as possible that-ebstracted-end-mutilated the 
Mellon bill in 1924.
